I. Claims l-15,*drawn to a zoom lens system, classified in class 396, subclass 84. 

II. Claim 16, drawn to a viewfinder diopter adjustment device and method, classified 
in class 396, subclass 373. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 

combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 

separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as in a camera not 

having the specifics of Group H See MPEP § 806.05(d).
